FOR NAVY EXPERIMENTS. 


Senator Hale Introduces A Bill For 


Engineering 
Plant 
at 
Annapolis, 


And Its Equipment. 


Washington, Jan. 12.'—At the in- 


stance- of the navy department, Sena- 
tor Hale has introduced in the senate 
a bill intended to cany out a long- 
cherished plan of the naval engineers, 
and especially of Engineeri-ln-Chief 
Melville, to provide the navy an ex- 
perimental plant of the first class, 
somewhat on the lines oi the magnifi- 
cent German naval experimental plant 
at Cbarlottenburg, which has been of 
such benefit to the German navy. The 
bill provides an appropriation for 
$400,000 for the construction of a 
building at the naval academy at An- 
napolis, and its equipment, to deal 
with engineering problems of value 
and interest to the navy. Beside being 
a benefit to the navy proper, the pro- 
posed plant, it is said, will he of im- 
mense service in solving problems of 
the greatest importance to manufact- 
uring interests and in stimulating the 
inventive genius of the navy.

"Put a 
written communication in front of the 
looking glass at one end of the wire-, 
iiiul it will be distinctly visible at the 
other."

The Care of Flower*. 
> 


A "woman who knows all about flowers 


and their care has compiled the following 
rules for keeping cut flowers: 


The ends of the stems of all flowers 


should be cut off before they are placed 
in water. It is better to strip the leaves 
from that part of the stem which will be 
immersed. 


Do not allow the ends of the stems to 


rest on the bottom of the vase. 


In cutting the ends, snip them off at 


light angles to the stalk. 


Change the water each day and at the 


same time again cut the ends of the 
flower stems. 


t)o not place flowers near or under 


lights—gas or lamp—when }t can be 
avoided. 


Maidenhair fern should be kept rolled 


up'in moistened paper and en the ice, or 
with the steins in the water in a coo! 
place, until ready for use. In this way it 
will last for some time. 
• Mignonette is generally grown in a cool 
house and for this reason often droops 
when first placed in a heated room. It is 
well to put if in the icebox, in vcater, for 
a time, when it will revive, "harden," 
end if properly cared for each day last 
a long time. 


Many flowers do more satisfactorily if 


placed in water with the chill off until 
the stems have become filled and are 
then allowed to stand in na ice chest or 
very cool place for a time. Roses will oc 
casionally revive if placed in ice water— 
always with the ends of the stems pre- 
viously cut. 


Never place cut flowers in a draft or in 


sunlight. 


Hovr to Gather. 


Laying gathers is a time honored opera 


tion, as irritating and nerve wearing ns 
it is necessary. Since learning to acconi 
plish tbe same result in a far easier way, 
the present writer has taught the knack 
to several friends, and all, without excel) 
tion, are enthusiastic. Use a long, stroug 
needle; that is, a coarser one than you 
•would ordinarily use for the work in 
hand. Gather the needle full, keeping 
the thimble finger at the eye of the 
needle, so that no stitches escape on to 
tho thread. When you can force on no 
more cloth, still holding the thimble in 
place, with the thumb and first fingi't 
bold the gathers firmly on to the needk 
ut the point end. With the left thurnl 
an'd first and second fingers pull the gath 
ers, two or three at a time, straight down 
from the needle with a swinging motion, 
eliding the fingers under the material and 
pulling down with the thumb, beginning 
at the left and working toward the right. 
When the work is slipped on to the 
thread, it will be as flat as if each gather 
had 
been painfully 
"scratched" into 


place. The two processes are practically 
accomplished in one, and after a few 
trials and with a little patience you will 
never go back to the "good old way."—

Professor Heinz of the University of

at frequent intervals," he says, "and 
you will never suffer from this mal- 
ady." 


The reason, he explains, is because 


the initial cause of seasickness is to 
be found in a lobe of the brain, the 
sensitiveness of wbicb reacts on the 
stomach, and that wben fresh air is 
breathed at frequent intervals tbe 
blood becomes charged witb oxygen, 
and thus the offending lobe loses its 
sensitiveness. 


He adds tbat be bas made' several 


experiments on •himself for the pur- 
pose of proving the efficacy of tbis 
novel remedy and has also completely 
cured several persons who used to bo 
seasick whenever they went on tbe 
water. Finally he points out tbat the 
antidote costs nothing and can be test- 
ed by any one. 


The Muanet In Surgery. 


Dr. Carol at Lyons bas drawn a 


French nail about two inches long 
from tbe bronchial tube of a boy of 
eighteen inonlns from Buonos Ayres. 
The nail bad been there i'or some time. 
causing the cbild to cough much. 
lloenlg»%n rays showed the position of 
it, and an electro magnet drew it out. 
Another successful operation of the 
same kind has been performed by Dr. 
Pk'clKUHl of Bordeaux on a cbild of 
three years. In this case the trachea 
wns opened to get a projection from 
the polo of the magnet near tbe nail. 
Tbcho experiments are well worth the 
attention of surgeons everywhere.

Bach 
subscriber on a party wire quickly ac- 
quires a decided contempt, if not hatred, 
tor every other subscriber on the same 
Wire. 


Suburbanite's social lines were for- 


merly marked by membership in church 
congregations, in some one of the dozen 
or more whist clubs and lastly by the 
butcher who supplied the family. When 
Mrs. Smith wanted to invite a dozen con- 
genial women to form a whist or bowl- 
ing club, bhe sorted out on her list the 
women who patronized the same butcher 
and went to the same church. 


Since the party telephones have been 


put In it has made the problem of col- 
lecting a dozen congenial women so com- 
plex that it would puzzle a graduate in 
double entry bookkeeping. 
Not only 


must the hostess bear in mind the con- 
gregation to which the women belong and 
the butchers whom they patronize, but 
she must be sure not to bring together 
two women who use tho same party wire. 
Such a disaster happened last week. 


Mrs. Onering had never met Mrs. 


Tworing, though their telephones were 
on the same wire. When Mrs. Tworing's 
telephone was put in, she thoroughly en- 
joyed the novelty of calling up all of her 
friends who had telephones a dozen times 
a day.

"I find my telephone a great conven- 


ience," said Mrs. Onering, "but I have 
the most disagreeable people on it. One 
woman has just had her telephone put 
in, and she works it to death. She has 
been telephoning all this last month. I 
think I will apply to have my wire 
changed. I can't stand it." 


•"That's just nay experience," said Mrs. 


Tworing delightedly. "There is tho most 
impertinent woman on my wire. I know 
from her voice that she is a perfect 
fright.

If one could 
only chase tho other subscribers on her 
party wire, it would be a great advan- 
tage."

Mrs. Onering and Mrs. Tworing very 
chummy, and each was just about to in- 
vite the other to call when the hostess 
came up and said to them:

ance," said Mrs. Onering, "and I wish 
that you would introduce us formally." 


"Certainly," said the hostess.

"Tworing, did you say?" asked Mrs.
